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Claim Rejections - 35 U.S. C § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or 
in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for 
patent in the United States. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bleuer (US 

4,778,295). 

Bleuer teaches a key for a keyboard having an upper finger engaged surface of general 
rectangular which includes a top edge portion 523 a remote from a user, a bottom edge portion 
536a adjacent the user, a left edge portion 532z and a right edge portion 530 as shown in Fig.7. 
The key has a ridge 323b adjacent the tope edge portion extending parallel to the longitudinal 
side of the keyboard (Fig. 2) and a ridge 323 c on the left of the left edge portion as shown in 
Figs.7 and 8. 

With respect to claim 2, note that the ridges 323 b and 323 c form an "L" shaped 
configuration shown in Fig. 6 of Bleuer. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-10 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art of record does not teach a keyboard or a keypad having the ridges adjacent the top 
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and left edge portions extended parallel and normal to the rows of keys form on the top left end 
key, the ridges adjacent the left and bottom edge portions extended parallel and normal to the 
rows of keys form on the bottom left end key, the ridges adjacent the right edge and bottom edge 
portions extended parallel and normal to the rows of keys form on the bottom right end key and 
the ridges adjacent the right edge and the top edge portions extended parallel and normal to the 
rows of keys form on the top right end key as recited in claims 3 and 6.
